Mr. Heron was born in Scotland, 
fifty-two years ago. He came to this 
country alone about \R90 and first 
landed in Cloverport where he was 
interested in the Cannel Coal Mines 
Jiere with his brother. He was mar- 
Vied twenty-five years ago to Miss 
R.ucy Frank, daughter, of Dr. Robert 
/Frank, a widely known physician of, 
/Bewleyville and throughout Breck-I 
inridge county. At the time of his 
death Mr. Heron was serving his 
second term as Magistrate of Breck- 
inridge county and was manager of 
the Kentucky Culvert Company, of, 
Louisville. He divided his time be- j 
tween his home and his business in i 
Louisville. Mr Heron was a man of; 
pleasing personality, he was affiablej 
in manner, of a generous disposition,! 
and keenly interested in the affairs of J 
the Republican party. He was also an 
active Mason. 

Mr. Heron is survived by his wid- 
ow and one daughter. Miss Mary 
Heron; three brothers and a sister.

Cox's nomination came after one of 
the hardest fights ever made by a 
candidate in a national convention. It 
was a hard race between Cox and 
Wm. G. McAdoo. the President's 
son-in-law. But it is stated that the 
Cox campaign had the most expert 
and experienced management in the 
United States. While the McAdoo 
forces were pitifully inexpected. 
Cox was backed by the Tammany 
leaders. 



Gov. Cox received the news of his 
nomination from the Associated Press 
at his newspaper office in Dayton, O , 
where he with Mrs. Cox and a few 
close friends were gathered when he 
received the message. Cox crossed the 
room to kiss his wife, later he walked 
to the home of his closest personal 
friend to whom he broke the news 
personally, and then visited the grave 
of his mother. 

Gov. Cox is fifty years old and was 
born on a farm near Jacksonburg. 
Ohio. In his lifetime he has been a 
printers devil, printer, school teacher, 
newspaper reporter, private secretary 
to a congressman, owner, manager 
editor and proprietor of two news- 
papers. Member of Congress for 
three terms and Governor of State 
of Ohio for three terms. Gov. Cox 
has four children, two boys and two 
girls. 

Mr. Roosevelt is known throughout 
the country as a champion of clean 
politics. He is a graduate of Harvard 
University, and a distant cousin of the 
late Theodore Roosevelt.

There was a good attendance This 
room has now been fitted up, a 
stenographer has been secured, and 
it is open for members of the organ- 
ization, whenever they feel disposed 
to call. No other invitation is nec- 
essary. 

Farm Agent 

The directors, discussed the mat- 
ter of a farm agent for the county, 
and the members of the bureau, are 
unanimously of the opinion, that it 
is to the interest of the farmers of 
the county, and of the county general* 
ly. for that matter, to have an agent. 
It is hoped that the Fiscal Court will 
take no backward step in this par- 
ticular. Through an oversight, the 
court failed to make an appropriation 
for this work at its April term, but 
is expected to meet soon and take 
the matter up. The bureau has certi- 
fied to the Court that it is now in- 
corporated: has more than one hun- 
dred paid up members, and is iutitled 
to have the court make an appropria- 
tion in accordance with the acts of 
the last legislature, in this respect. 
County Fair 

A committee has been appointed 
to canvass, the advisability of having 
an Agricultural fair, in the early part 
of the fall, at the county seat for the 
purpose, of exhibiting the agricultural 
products of the county including live 
stock. 

If such a fair is held it will have 
the active support of the bureau. 
The Wheat Situation 

Marketing of wheat, was taken up 
at this meeting and letters were read 
from state headquarters, advising, 
that it is thought, that it is best for 
wheat growers not to sell their wheat 
too hurriedly. 

The point is made, that we have not 
enough wheat in Kentucky to supply 
more than :><) per cent of the require- 
ments of our own millers. 

This being the case, our millers 
will have to buy a large part of the 
wheat they need, and will be called 
upon to pay the price of wheat at 
Chicago, plus the freight It is there- 
fore, argued that our millers can pay 
our own farmers as much as they 
do grain men at Chicago. 

To be frank in the matter, we are 
intitled here to the market price of 
wheat plus the freight, and under no 
circumstances, should a farmer accept 
the market price of wheat. less the 
freight, as they have done heretofore.

Roosevelt cut his eye teeth in polit- 
ical leadership in the corrupt ma- 
chine-run legislature of New York. He 
could not have chosen a more thor- 
ough school for Instruction in the hid- 
den, muddy springs of parties and pol- 
itics. His experience at Albany put 
realism into bis Idealism and made 
the academic reformer over into the 
most intensely practical politician we 
have had in the presidency. 

He decided at the outset to act in 
each office as if it was to be the last 
that ne ever would get, and for nearly 
16 years after he left the legislature, 
Roosevelt could not have been 
elected to anything in the hnss-rldden 
state of New York. For a long time 
ne was "shelved" on the civil service 
commi. sion at Washington, until a re- 
form mayor of New \ork appointed 
bim on the four-headed police commis- 
sion ; but It was soon single-headed so 
tai as the public could see, and that 
Head was full of teeth for police graft- 
ers and lawbreakers. At thirty-eight 
the most he could ask of the Repub- 
lican politicians, with any hope of get- 
ting it, tvus the assistant secretaryship 
of the navy. The entire administration 
sighed with relief when at last he went 
off to lead his Rough Riders. 

In live months he was hack from 
Cuba in the far more troublesome role 
of a popular hero. The New York ma- 
chine was In sucb sore need of a good 
name to pull It through the pending 
election that It met him at the wharf 
and humbly laid at his feet the Repuh 
lican nomination for governor. But la 
the governorship, he realized the worst 
fears of Boss Piatt that he harbored, 
as the boss naively wrote him, "vari- 
ous altruistic ideas, and that he was 
"a little I"".-* on the relations of capi- 
tal and labor, on trusts und combina- 
tions and . . . the right of a man 
to run his own business In bis own 
way."

tions Involving Millions. 

Large sums will be saved for the 
government through civil and criminal 
prosecutions now completed or under 
way, announced Attorney General 
Palmer In a statement In which he de- 
clared a department of Justice Inves- 
tigation of alleged fraudulent war con- 
tracts had "uncovered Illegal trans- 
actions Involving millions of dollars." 

In one class of contracts alone, 
questionable vouchers unearthed have 
resulted In the . withdrawal of pay- 
ments by the government amounting 
to approximately $4,420,000, the state- 
ment declared.

At a land cost of (JO cents 
tin acre, the Interest nt 7 per cent Is 
slightly more than 4 cents n your; nnd 
allowing eight acres a head about 
S3'4 cents a year, or a total of $1.(10. 
N Um interest on land which produces 
I steer ready for slaughtering. In 
other parts of South America where 
cattle activities are well developed an 
Interest eharpe of .$16 a year nnd up- 
ward Is not uncommon. In the United 
States similar charges nre much larger 
than ilmse given for South America, 
although these figures vary In different 
localities. 

Capital la Needed. 

The rVMOB this country, comprising 
1!k;.ikhi anpnfl miles In the heart of 
South AM erica, has been backward In 
developing Its two principal Industries 
—lock raising and queln iu li<> exploi- 
tation— Is attributed, not to the Inck 
of rich grazing pastures or to the 
s.an ity of timber Innds, but to the 
need for capital for their development. 

"When the call for larger supplies 
of rood Is still aMwtag around the 
world," tajm Mr. Heid. writing In the 
Pan-American bulletin, "it seems a 
great pity tbnt In some sections of 
South America only a few years ago 
many cattle were allowed to perish by 
dro w ni n g. Ba ca an Instance came un- 
der the observation of the writer while 
trnvetlni tnronga the lowlands of 

Paraguay In the wet season. Exten- 
sive areas of this country were sub- 
merged owing to a period of unusual- 
ly heavy rains, ami although hills and 
rolling uplands lay near, lack of hu- 
man direction and foresight resulted 
in the loss of vast numbers of fine 
beef cattle. 

"Such eoitdttlOM, however, nre not 
likely to continue today, for the de- 
mand for meat products has quickened 
the activities of stockmen the world 
over, and skilled rattle raisers have 
sought newer fields, where suitable 
and natural conditions will enable 
them to develop their industry, and In 
their search they have gone to hitherto 
undeveloped regions. 

"Kew, If any countries furnish n 
better illustration of this statement 
than Paraguay. The scnrclty of popu- 
lation, estimated nt 1.000.000 persons, 
so far below whnt might be maintain- 
ed. Is one of the conditions that tend 
to draw outside capital, tempting the 
great <<>n«. ration with Its various ac- 
tivities to develop virgin flelds. For- 
eign corporations are now In sufficient 
number to mnUe themselves felt com- 
mercially, and the fact that the newer 
companies are progressing, if not al- 
ready returning dividends, speaks well 
for future prospects. 

Decline in United States 

"Todny the vast pnmpns of Argen- 
tina are furnishing more beef for for- 
eign consumption than do the plains 
of our Golden West; In the United 
States the growing of cattle Is de- 
clining year by year, the farmer, the 
mechanic, the miner, taking the place 
of the romantic cowboy, and cereal 
crops being grown where the lowing 
herds once grazed. In other words, 
the last two decades have seen a de- 
tsanM In certain western cattle lands 
of over half billion acres. 

"To use another comparison and 
quoting from a re|>ort of the federal 

trada eiaiailaslan, it is shown thnt 

while our population (from 1880 to 

1910) Intrinaal mm than ■ per cent. 

the production of beef cattle grew only 
H per cent. From 1910 to 1010 the 
United Slates population Increased 
about 14 per cent, while the number 
of cattle decreased about 10 per cent. 

"Hearing these facts in mind. It la 
no wonder that cattlemen and puckers 
should seek new lands for producing 
food animals. Argentina with her 20.- 
! cattle, not to mention vast 
of sheep and swine. Is gradually 
ei- grazing lands northward 
!• the (Iran Chaco. This fact and the 
success that has followed such enter- 
prises have turned the eyes of corona- 
tions to the virgin lauda of Bolivia 
and Paraguay. 

One United States company which 
entered Paraguay several yeare ago. 
and whose property now Includes tull- 
lloua of acres of lands, one tract alon*. 
locally known as Plnasco, comprlalng 
l . 10,000 acres. Is actively engaged Id 
meat cunning and packing. Slaughter 
houses and planta, operated at conveo- 
lent places on the Paraguay river, are

America Overflowing With Riches. 

Returning to the Putted Stntes a 
few weeks ngo with all these hOTTOfl 
ringing In my ears. I found myself 
once more In a hind whose granaries 
were overflowing, where health and 
plenty iilnmiuled and where life nnd 
activity nnd eager enterprise were In 
the full Hood 

I asked myself : "What If this plagu.' 
nnd famine were here in the great for 
rllory between the Atlantic seaboard 
and the Mississippi vnlley, which 
roughly pnrallels the extent of these 
rimmed tOMtfftM and that 01^000,000 

of our own | pie condemned to Ideg 

ness hy lack of raw material and 
whose fields had been devastated In 
l»f atoll nnd rapine w ere no keil by 
starvation and pestilence and if we 
had lifted tip our voices and Invoked 
the attention of our brothers In hap- 
pier Kurope to our own deep miseries 
and our cries had fallen on deaf ears, 
would we not In our despair exclaim 
ngninst their henrtlessness f 

Only Three Ways to Help Europe. 
There are only three ways by which 
these stricken lands can secure sup- 
plies from the outside world. One Is 
hy payment, one by credit, and the 
third is by exchnngo of commodities. 
If these peoples tried to buy materials 
and supplies In America nt the present 
mnrket value of their currencies Aus- 
tria would have to pay forty times the 
original cost. Oar many thirteen times, 
Greece Just double. C/.echo-Slovnkla 
fourteen times and Poland fifty times. 
These figures are oflicial and are n 
true Index of the economic plight of 
these countries. 

It Is clear, therefore, Unit they can- 
not give us gold for the tUlngs they 
must have, nor have they either prod 
ucts or securities to offer in return for 
credit. If only they could obtain rnw 
material which these idle millions of 
theirs could convert into manufactured 
products they would have something to 
tender the world in return for its raw 
material, food and medicine. But If 
they have neither money nor credit 
hew are they to take this first great 
step towards redemption 

One-half the world mny not eat 
white the other knlf starves. How 
Irtng do you believe the plague of ty- 
phus thnt Is taking n hideous death 
toll In F.sthnnlu and Poland and the 
Ukraine nnd eating nlong the fringe* 
of fiennany and Czecho-Slovnkln win 
confine itself tc. these remote Innds? 

Only Jnst Sntnrday our benlth com 
miss. oner of New \ ork. Dr. Copeland. 
•ailed for the other side .lust to meas- 
ure the danger nnd take precaution 
against such an invasion. 

This Is one menace at our threshold 
The other, more threatening, more ter- 
rible, is the menace of the worlds ill 
will. We can afford to die, but to be 
despised forever as a greedy and Phar- 
isaical nation Is u fate that we ttiusl 
not incur. 

The French government hi^s many 
serious problems to solve, but the 
French peasant Is working and the 
French urtisan, While still sadly In 
need of raw materials, bus not lost his 
habit of industry und thrift. The most 
encouraging fact about France today 
Is that her people are alive to the se- 
riousness of France's problem, *and 
they are going forward bravely to 
solve thnt problem. 

Italy, despite her great shortage of 
raw material, Is looking forward and 
not backward. Italy can be relied 
upon to do her part ! 

Knulund is meeting the problems of 
reconstruction Just as those who knetv 
her past should have expected her to 
meet them. 

Plan to Aid Central Europe. 
It Is not for me perhaps to give In 
detail a formula for solution of the 
world's Ills, but as I have been asked 
many times. "What would you do?" I 
am glad to give my own answer. 
Accordingly, I would ask : 

1. That Congress Immediately pass 
a bill appropriating a sum not to ex- 
ceed «.-hnmioo.O00 for the use of Cen- 
tral und Kastern Kurope. 

2. That Congress cull upon the Pres- 
ident to appoint a nonpolltlcal com- 
mission of three Americans, distin- 
guished for their character and exec- 
utive ability und commanding the re- 
spect of the American people. Such 
a commission should include men of 
the type of General Pershing, Mr. 
Hoover or ex Secretary I.ane. I would 
Invest that commission with 
power. 

3. I would have the 
structed to proceed ut once, uccoinp a 
nied by proper personnel, to survey 
eruditions In Central ami Kastern Eu- 
rope and then act for the restoration 
of those countries under such condi- 
tions and upon such terms as Uie com- 
mission Itaelf may decide to be practi- 
cable and effective. Among the con- 
ditions should be provided thet there 
should be no local Interference with 
the free and untraunneled exercise by 
the commission of its own prerogative 
of allocating materials. Governmental 
politics should be eliminated: unrea- 
sonable and prejudicial barriers be- 
tween the various countries should be 

' be avallabwTshould'he'^i- 



4. As to financial terms, I should 
them liberal. I wnnld charge no 
for the drat three years: for 
the next three yenrs, fl per cent, with 
provision that such Interest might he 
funded If the economic conditions of 
the country were not approaching nor- 
mal, or If Its exchange conditions were 
so adverse as to mnke payment un- 
did v burdensome. I should make the 
maturity of the obligation H yenrs 
from Its date, and I should h«ve no 
doubt as to Its final payment. 

Immediately the plan was adopt- 
ed I would hnve our government In- 
vite other governments In a poslfb.n 
to assist, to participate In the under- 
taking. 

0. To set forth completely my oplo. 
Ion. I should add that lu the final In- 
structions the American people, 
through their government, should «>iy 
to the commission . 

"We want you to go nnd do this loh 
In such n mnnner as, nfter study, you 
think It should he done. This Is nn 
ordlnnry undertaking. The American 
P»9Pte trust you to see that If is done 
right." 

I would also say to the commission: 
'Tse so much of this money as is 
needed." Personally. I am contldenf 
that with the assistance and co -niierii- 
tlon which would come from other 
pnrts of the world the sum of $. p JSi.. 
Olin.OOn from the Fulled States w..idd 
be more than enoiiirh to start these 
countries on their way to self support 
and the restoration of normal condi- 
tions. 

The whole plan, of course. Involves 
many practical considerations, the 
most serious of which Is- thnt of ob- 
tnlnlng the money, whether by leaning 
additional Liberty bonds, nn Inc re a s e 
in the ftontliig debt or by taxation. 
But I think we could property say to 
the treasury department : 

"Wo know how serious your linan- 
clal problems nre; we know the ililll- 
eullies which are Immediately con- 
fronting you: we know the Importance 
of deflation, and we know that the gov* 
eminent must economi/.e and that In- 
dividuals must economize, hut we also 
know that the American government 
advanced 110.000,000,000 to its allies 
to attain victory and peace. Certain- 
ly It Is worth making the additional 

advance in order to realise the peine 

for which we have already struggled, 
for nothing is more certain than that 
until normal conditions are restored in 
Kurope there eiin be no peace." 

Above all things, I would say thnt 
whatever action Is taken should he 
taken Immediately. The crisis Is so 
acute that the situation does not nd- 

mit of delay, except with rba possibili- 
ty of consequences one hardly -dnres 

contemplate, 

The situation that I hnve sprend nut 
here Is far beyond the scope of indi- 
vidual charity. Only by the action of 
governments, our own nnd the others 
whose resources enable them to co op- 

irate, can aid he given in sufficient 
volume. 1 am also confident 'tint our 
nction vouid be followed by -, e gov- 
ernment* of Ureal Britain, of Holland, 
of the Keamlinavlan m^ntrlea, of 

Spain end Japan, and tlial France nnd 
Belgium nnd Italy, notwitl standing nil 
of their loss,.*, would help to the lies' 
of their nhillty.

It la not considered a 
dance In I he Apnlnchians, where danc- 
ing Is regarded with a somewhat Puri- 
tan distrust. It is a "play." and 
the young folk gather to enjoy 
selves they go to "a play" and not to 
"n hop." The Institution Is described 
as seen for the first time after dark 
one evening on the porch of one of the 
larger school buildings with only one 
dim lautern to light up the scene.

feet, while over It all floated the even, 
falsetto tones of the 'caller,' calmly 
and unexcltedly reciting his 
tions."

From a Frenchman the Oermnns 
now claim to tin ve olitalncd umlenln- 
ble proof of France's persistent efforts 
to alter parts of Germany for Its own 
benefit. 

Shortly after General Oeraud re- 
moved from the command of the 
Eighth French army an officer of hla 
staff, (.'oinmaniliint Paul Jar-quote, 
wrote a book describing the general 
activities during the eleven months 
they occupied the area. According to 
Herman sources, the French govern- 
ment Immediately ordered all copies of 
this book confiscated and destroyed, 
but a single copy escaped. This fell 
Into Herman hands and Is now repub- 
lished. 

The Herman author. In an Introduc- 
tion, asserts that Jncquote was or- 
dered court-martialed for his "disclos- 
ures." 

The German Translation. 

The German text Is a frank declara- 
tion and defense of the Geraud pol- 
icy of attempting to win the sympathy 
of the people of the Palatinate and 
encourage them to create a state In- 
dependent of Prussia. 

For the purpose, the book declnres, 
he used all available means of propa- 
ganda — free cessions to the French, 
lectures on the history of the Palati- 
nate, showing It was once French 
territory, with movies, literature, and 
exhibitions. 

Jncquote wrote that several village 
and district delegations assured Ge- 
rnud that they fuvored annexation to 
France. 

Wa* Tactful. 

"But, although the general sympa- 
thized with their desires." continues 
the author, "he was not sntlsfled to 
let the matter rest with so nurrow a 
circle, especially ns It did not repre- 
sent the general feeling of the people. 
He told these delegates that they 
would better renounce their personal 
Interests and support a definite policj 
In harmony with the temper, character, 
and history of their country— namely, 
the Idea of an autonomous republic 
separated from Bavaria and Prussia." 

Jacquote declared the Palatinate 
was so much like Alsace-Lorraine that 
It couldn't be considered German. 



Eight Thousand Swiss. 

Only 8.000 Swiss soldiers fought In 
the war. That number entered the 
French service. 

But that Is not the whole story. Out 
of the 8.0XX), 300 survived. Including 
many wounded. The rest, 7.700. were 
killed. A thousand of them held up 
a German advance one day at Verdun ; 
held it up uutil the last man of them 
was killed. 

About 50 years ago the story of Wil- 
liam Tell and the poem about Arnold 
von Wlnktirled were In most of the 
school readers that young Americans 
cut their eye teeth on. 

The 8,000 Swiss who fought In the 
war well established the right of that 
utory and that poem to remain In 
American school readers. — Life.
